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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record such as Bourrelly and Thayer et al show a brush comprising a stem and a 
plurality of bristles which are held between two intertwisted wire sections with the 
bristles passing through a helical reinforcing element, however, prior art of record failed 
to show the reinforcing element is formed by two individual flights of helix each of the 
flights having a first end engaged to each other at a first end of the reinforcing element.
